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cunning Invention, claprt a Plaiſter to the 
wound , wiſely prevented before the miſchiets 
which ſuch Treacheryor Cowardiſe would other- 
wiſe bring upon the reſt of their Army :- for a 
wiſe General muſt be furniſhed againſt all Caſval- 
ties, and be ready to meet an Encounter with 
all the un-expe&ed Accidents which- in his-rea- 
ſon may pollibly happen in a Bartel. His un- 
daunted Courage alene is able 'to give -life to 
his dying Army , and ſnatch from an Enemy the 
Honour of the Day. Mauritius was a;Politick 
Commander , as may appear by a Stratagem, 
whereof he was the Author... When he was 
Emperour, Caganas King of the Avari, a Northern 
People, invaded the borders of Thracts, -and af- 
ter many cruel Fights, beſieged Priſcus the Pre- 
cor. in a Caſtle. Mauritius not being able to 
raiſe the Siege, becauſe his Army was 'other- 
wiſe employed, ſends a Letter tro Priſcas ro will 
him ro hold out ſtoutly for ſome-few-days, for 
that his Fleet, which was now deſtroying the 
_ Country of Caganus with Fire and Sword, by his 
order would ſpeedily 'return.and relieve. him. 
Caganus intercepts this Letter as it was going in- 
ro the Caſtle; he believes the Contents ' ro be 
true, therefore .the fear ef his own Territories 
made him in haſt ro rife from the Siege to ſave 
his Country from the ſuppoſed- Ruine and De- 
ſtruction. Caganus return'd again, and /in fix - 
years time took and burnt, about; 40. good Towns - 
of Dalmatia belonging toirhe-Emperor Mauriti- 
us, whoſe rare Virtues :mighr have prevented 
theſe: Miſchiefs, had nor his negle& of his: Ar- 
my, and the baſe Yice of Covetoaſnels, a Vice 
unbecoming a. Prince , procured him the hatred 
of his ſtouceſt Soldiers,

FAO all © the Impoſtors ſince the Creation o' 
the World, none hath been ſo ſucceſsful as 
Mzyhomet, and done more miſchief ro the Humane 
Race, His damnable Superſtirion hath bin afli- 
ſted with ſo much Policy, Intereſt and Power, 
amongſt rude and ignorant Nations, that the. 
wonder -of | itz great Succefles appears leſs to a 
udicious 'Eye. Mahomet's Birth was bur mean, 
but having the adyantage of ſerving a Rich Mer-

and order'd his Diſciples to deſtroy and. plun- 
der them. The Mahometans are commonly ve- 
ry modeſt in their behaviours , and ſeemingly 
devout , and abſtain from the moſt * ſcandalous 
Sins which diſgrace roo much the Chriſtian Pro- 
feſion, Mahomet had nor long proclaimed: him- 
ſelf to be a Prophet before he was choſen Ge-. 


'neral of the Saracen Army thar had afliſted He- 


raclins the Emperor againſt the Per{tans. Upon 
the denyal of their juſt Wages , they fell upon 
the 'Roman Provinces ts pay themſelves with the 
Spoils of the Country. Mahomet could nor have 
a better opportunity to ſettle his Religion 3 for 
by his Wit and' Succeſſes he wanted not thoſe- - 
of his Country that fided with him for the pre- 
ſent Gain , and help'd him to propagate his 
Faich with the ſharpneſs of rheir Swords. He 
had great proſperity in all his Wars, and when 


he was dead ,. Abubecher his Kinſman ſucceeded © - 


him, and within two Years rook' ſeveral Towns 
from che Roman Empire. Next ro him was 
Omer, andafrer him Ottoman. ' They all endea- 
veur'd to ſecure their Intereſt amongſt the ig- 


I orant People by the ſame divellith Arrs, Hypo- 
; crifte, and Counterfeitss For 3ahomet had a 
:| Pidgeon that would come to his Ear, .which he 
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.declar'd ro be a Divine Meſſage ſent to dire& 
and adviſe him. When he was troubled with 
the Falling Sickneſs, he invented, that then the 
Angel Gabriel did appear to him, and caft him in- 
toa Divine Rapture, whereby his Senſes were ſtu- 


Pified. Theſe three formal Succefſors of Mahomet 


reformed the Alceron,and blorted out a great ma- 
. ny groſsAbſurdities which were there before ; and 
left all their Conqueſts and Honours troMortis Aly, 


who could not be contented with the Honour cf 


fucceeding Mahomet , but reſolved to ſetup for 


himſelf, declaring that he was a greater Pro- © 
phert than Mahomet had bin. Their wonderful. 


Succeſs in War, and the great progreſs that they 
made in a few years, cauſed the ignorant World 


to believe. that theſe wicked Impoſtors were 


more than ordinary Men. Homar took in Dn- 
maſcus, and all Phenicia,with Zgypt ; Hally con- 
quered Perſia, and ſpread his impious Superſtiti- 
on all oyer the Eaſtern Countries. He was ſlain 
: by Muaviar, who enlarged his Dominions as far 
as the Eaſtern Sea, conquered Cyprus and Rhodes, 
and in a notable Sea-Fight beat the Roman Em- 
. perors Navy, and kill'd ſo many Chriſtians, that 

-the Sea was dyed with the Roman Bloud. Such 

terrible executions, together with rhe vaſt num- 
bers of the Saracen Armies, and their ſubtile 


way of Fighting, more by. ſurprize and Ambuſh, 
than by plain Valeur, ſtruck ſuch a terrour to all

ſeth them ro be ſo Couragjous in the greateſt” 
Dangers 3 and the plunder of the Countries 1nv1- 
ted a great many Vagabonds to joyn themſelves 
in hopes of Gain, to that Damnable Superſtition, 
and to their numerous Armies. They conque- 
red Sicilia, Sardinia, and almoſt all the moſt con- 


. fiderable Iſlands of the Med7teranean Sea, and 


beſieged the Emperour Conftantine the IV.in his 
Imperial City. Bur their great Navy was ſet on 


Fire by an Invention of Callinicas, a Learned- 
Methemarticiatt of thoſe days, who with Fire- 


balls char would. burn in the Water , deſtroyed 
all-cheir Ships, .with 30000 men in 'them. By 
this means the. Roman Provinces-were quiet for 
a while, and deliver'd from the fear of their 
Cruel Neighbours, till they encreaſed again 
and under the leading of Abdimelech their King,” | 
He recovered and conquer'd Perſia, Meſopotamia, 
Armenia, Hircania, and ſeveral other large Pro- ' 
vinces, with the Deſtruction of Maſtar and Said, 
his two Porent Enemies. Thus through the Tg- 
norance and Cowardite of the-Eaſtern People, 
through the Divifions amongſt Chriftzans; the - 
Cruelty, Diligence, Policy and Power of Mahs- 
met and his Succeflors, prevailed in a wonderful 
manner. |

Of Carolus Martellus the French Geze- 

ral and of his Son K:ingPipin of France, 


HE Saracen Armies were in thoſe days not

Charles Martel, the Son of P7- 
pin, Chief Maſter of the Kings Palace, taking up- 
on him rhe Name of Prince of France,encountred 
theſe Foreign Enemies with an Army of French, 


Germans and Longobards, and to oblige his men 


to ſtand to the Fight with more Courage, he pla- 
'ced behind them certain Troops of Horſe; com- 
manding rhem to kill all ſuch as ſhould offer to 
fly away. This ſevere courſe obliged them to 
be ſo couragious and refolved , that they cut in 
pieces, as is recorded in Hiſtory , near 37c000 
Saracens, with little loſs on the. Chriftians 
parr, This Famous ViQtory , together with._rhe 


\wonderful deliverance of the' French Countries 


from the danger of theſe Infidels, made Marte! 
to be both beloved and highly honoured hy all 
thar,Narion, ſo that he had no great difficulc ro 


ſer aſide the Race of theformer Kings,and ro make 


- way for his Son Prpin to aſcend upon the Frenc?_ 
Throne inſtead of -Chiperick, who was ſhut up in

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+ Monaſtery. This- hath ofren bin the. unhappy 
Fate-of ſuch Princes as - have minded more their. 
Pleaſures rhan the Government of their King- 
doms, and have left ro others that charge which 
they are, by God's appointment , to rake upon 
themſelves. -Martel , afrer rhe Slaughter of the 
Saracen Army in the Fields of Aquitanza, .mer 
with rwa Generals more of the ſame Nation, 


upon the Borders of Navarre, Athimus and Amnr- 


theus, who brought with them a great Company 


.. of the ſame People. He flew Eudon, the wicked 


Duke of Aquitania, and drove all the Saracens out 
of France, and encouraged Pelagius an Earls Son, 
to endeavour to free the Kingdom of Gallicia and 
Leon from thoſe troubleſome Gueſts, Wirth a very 
ftnall Company this Pelagias deſtroyed vaſt hum- 
bers of the Saracens,and was for his good Service 
and Valour ſaluted rhe firſt King of G allicta,, Pipin 


. the Son of Charles Martel ſucceeds his Father in the 


Government of France, and. in his ambitious 
deſigns ; for he confined his Lord and King to 
to a Convent , and took from: him his Regalia, 
with chePopes approbation : when P7pin ſent to 
him to know who was firteſt ro Reign, a Stupid 
prince, or an Acive Subje& ; the Pope under- 
ſtanding his meaning, gave orders to the Arch- 
biſhop of Mentz, to ſer the Crown of France 
on Pipins Head. Thus the Popes of Rome have 
ſecured their Intereſt and Authority by obliging - 
Perſons of the greateſt Valour, Activity and Au- 
thority, that they might help to enlarge and de- 
fend their Dominions. For Pipin having recei- 
ved ſo great a Coartefje from Pope Stephen, he 
could dg no leſs than affiſt him with an Army 
when. he was overpowred by Aiſtulphus King of 
the Lonzobards, from: whom he took Ravenna,

itowed them as a Gift on rhe Church of. Rome. 
And when Aiftulphs befieged Rome with an Army 
ar Pipins return into France, the Pope was for- 
ced to' implore again his Aid, which he eafily 
granted , and forced 4iftulphus to purchaſe his 


- Peace with the yielding of the third part of his 


Treaſures, and a yearly-Tribate, which he paid 
ro the French. Afterwards Pipin at his return 
our of Traly with his Army, conquer'd Aquitania 
and Goſcony. Pipin was a Politick Prince; and be- 
cauſe rhe Pope and Clergy in thoſe days were in 


high eſtcen., he did them all the reverence , 


ſhewed them all the favour that was in his Pow. 
er, and they to requite his kindneſs, raiſed him 
from. the * condition- of a Subje& to that of a. 
Monarch. When Pope Stephen came to implore 


\.- his Afliſtance againſt the Longobards, he mer him 
_ with his Wife, Children and: Nobles, three Miles 
oat of his Ciry, *and; received him with a knee = 
'. upon the ground, rook the Reins of the Pope's 
Bridle,” and led him to his Pallace, whilſt mul- 


titudes of rthe-Pecople ſung Songs to the Praiſe, 
and jn honour of the Pope, and the new King; 
For it concerned. him and his Poſteriry ro vind1- 
cate and extol that Authority , by which he was 
efabliſhed in rhe Throne , arid his lawful Prince 
ruſt our. Therefore both he and. his Son /

"Charles did always magnifie the Popes Power, 


Credit and Dominion, and would never ſuffer 
rhem ro be queſtioned by -any other earthly 
Judges. Pipim founded the Biſhopwricks of 
Saltsburg , Ratisbone, Aihſtrat and. Friſinge in 
Germany, and was.very bountiful co other places, 


"He was the firſt who brought in rhe uſe'of Or- 


gans into. the Weſtern Churches , having recet - 
þ k, þ. ved 
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ved one as a preſent from the Emperour of 
* Conſtantinople. And. 'tis obſerved of him, thar 
he was fincerely Zealous, 'and Religious in his 
perſwaſion. 'He endeavour'd .to propagate the 
. Chriſtian Faith, and to employ thar Power thar 
God gave him, to advance his Glory. He ſup- 
preſ'd Heatheniſm, Judaiſm , and all manner of 
Hereſtes,” and eſtabliſhed a civil Government tor 
the. execution of - Juſtice. The. Parliamenc of 
Par was firſt appyinted by him, not to-give a 
check to the-Royal Auchority, bur that the Kings 
of France might adviſe with the moſt ingenious 
and excellent Men of his Kingdom , who were 
well acquainted wich the conditions and necefii- 
ties of the People ; rharall Refolurtions and Roy- - 
al Ads. might be made for the common good, 
and the preſervation of. the Grandure and Ay- 
thoriry of the Monarchy.

He was-very liberaÞto. the Churches and Clergy 
of his days. -, 23 Metropolitan Churches inhe> 
rited his Treaſures , beſides, he. builr many Re- 
ligious Houfes and Colledges, and appointed the 
12. Peers of France, Six of the Clergy, and Six 
of the Laity. And irs reported:of -him , that 
at Supper time he would have ſome Godly and 
Religious Book to be read to him. So-careful 
he was for the preſervation of the right. Faith 
in his Kingdoms, that when . Neftor;aniſm was re- 
ceived by the Corruption and Wickedneſs of. 
rwo Biſhops, he called together at Franck ford a ' 
Synod of 3oo Biſhops to judge and determine . 
that Controverſie. Therefore for. his care of Re- 
ligion, and the regard .he had in all his A&ians 


to God's Glory, he was blefſed with wonderful 


Succeſs in_ all his wars, ſo that his Fame was - 
fpread all abour-the known World ; and he was 
courted by the remoteſt Princes, by.the.Greeks, 


Saracens, Swedes and Danes, &c.. .

denly, before he could be well provided to re- 

fAft, '-An Ambuſh was laid to catch ſome of 
the Emperors Forces + but ſeveral of the Buf- 
grian Nobility diſconrented ar Telerichus, reveals 
all the danger to the Emperor, who managed 
and improved that diſcovery ſo well,thar he rook 

- all thar lay in Ambuſh for him, withour ſhed- 

ding a drop of his peoples Bloud. Telerichus * 

-underftood rhar ſome had revealed this plot to 

the Emperour, but not knowing who they might 

'be,” he found them our in this manner. He pre- | 

'rended that he would willingly make peace with 
the Emperour , and ſubmir ro'him upon certain 
Conditions; and' to ſhe that he hadſuch a 
real and hearry defign; he defired him to name 
fame of his Officefs and Noble Men, who were 
moſt pleaſing ro him, them he promiſed to ſend, 
and to entruſt with: the management of rhis 
Agreement between them.

Here was a great ſtir in the Eaſtern Empire

and ſeveral puniſhed. Eur ir happened that af- 
rer the dearh of Leo, Irene his Widow appointed 
to be Governels of the Empire , during the mij_ 
nority of her Son, re-eſtabliſhes the Worſhip of 
Images, and calls home all that had been baniſh- 
ed. Theſe and other proceedings mer with 
great oppoſition, as is uſual, where two ſtrong . 

She being jealous 
of the number and power of thoſe thar did diſ- 
like her ARions, reſolves to diſ-arm them; and 
ro colour her malicious purpoſes againſt them, 
ſhe pretends an expedition againſt the Saracens, 
who were broke in upon the Roman Provinces, 
and that ſhe wanted Arms to furniſh her Army, 
and therefore deſires to borrow them from her 
Citizens, The Officers who were ſent, were

T2 Emperour was very defirous to ſee again 
his Son Conftantine, who was lately dead.

| The Soldiers gave immediately a great ſhout and 
hotlow, running after the Hare. The Guards 
upon the Walls thinking they were:coming ro 
give an aſſault to the City, in a panick Fear ha- 
C - fied aay, and forſook their ſtations and charge, 
which as the Soldiers of Arnulphu4 perceived. 
they centred the ' Town, and took the City. 
Thus was Rome once furprized by the guidance 


of a Hare, Such caſual accidents haye _

been of great moment in times of War, when 
mens apprehenfions are awake , and-their minds 
ready to receive any impreſſion, the leaſt ſur- 
prize, or ſtrange thing unexpeCted weakens their- 
Reſolutions, and makes them leſs able to reſiſt 
an Enemy. Therefore wiſe Generals have often 
pur in pra&iſe things of themſelves, ridiculous 
at other times, which in War have put the-ſtou- 
reſt Enemy toflighr, and overcame the braveſt 
Couragious, For then nothing is to be contem- 
ned that may either diſmay or diſorder an Ene- 


j- my. And to prevent ſuch ſudden caſualties, 


which'cannor be all fore-ſeen by the moſt experi- 
enced and wiſe Commanders ; or by the moſt ex- 
cellent Soldiers, though never ſo well acquain- 
red with the _Stratagems of War ; no precaution 
can be preſcribed, but that of a ſteady and 
well reſolved mind, not to be daunted at the. 
fighr of the greateſt dangers ; bur in ſuch a caſe, 
. as it becomes a Commander to animate and en- 

courage his Men, and to have a Remedy at hand 
for all misfortunes,and a plaiſter for every wound, 

ſo it becomes a Soldier ro ſtand firm, and a& 

the part of a valorous and brave Courage, not 

to-be terrified with Bug-bearsz and though the 

danger ſhould be real.and great , the Reſolutions 

of a good Soldier muſt maſter all ſuch ſudden 

and ſurprizing difficulries , and wade through a 

Sea of Bloud to the Honour of the Victory , 

which he ought to. value at an equal rate with. . 
his own Life, when he hath a good cauſe.

For this good 
Service the Countryman was rewarded with as 
much Land as a Falcon could fly over at one 
flight, which is 6 Miles in length. From this 
Hay is deſcended the Noble Family of the Hays, 
whoſe chief is the Earl of Arroll. ;

\ was made Sultan of Periia. © X 


> Y ers with a party of Turks, was reque- 
ſted by Mahomet, a Saracen Sultan of Per- 

fra, \to afliſt him againſt Piſaſiris Caliphon " - 
lon, 
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bylon. He had the good fortune to beat Caliph's 
Army of Arabians. Afrer the Vigory , . hedefi- 
red liberty to return home, bur. Mahomet denyed 
ic him; which ſo diſcontented the Turks , that 
they withdrew themſelves into the Deſarts and 
Forreſts of Caravonitis , from whence they made 
Incurſions upon all the Borders for their Lively- 
hood, and. Plunder, This obliged the Sultan 
of Perſia, Mahomet, to ſend againſt them a pow- 
erful Army, which by the skill of Tungroliptx 
was defeated. Mahomet inraged at this loſs, 
puts out the eyes of Ten of the chief Com- 
manders, and threatens to apparel all thezreſt of 
the flying Army in the Garb of Women, and 
ro carry them about his Kingdom as Cowards.. . 
Theſe threatnings ceuld not be diſgeſted by thoſe 
. Military Souls, whoſe miſhap, not want of Cou+ 
rage, had loſt the day againſt the Turks. They 
therefore, either out of Fear or Revenge, went 
all away to Tangrelipix, to encreaſe the number 
of his Army, When Tangrolipix was thus ſtrength- 
ned by this unexpeRed Recruit,he kept not, him- 
ſelf any longer in the Deſarts and Mountains, but 
marched with a compleat Army to meet with 
Mahomet in the Fields of Iſpahan, where "after 
a bloudy Fight, Mahomet fell from his Horſe, 
and broke his neck. Ar his death both Armies 
ſounded a Retreat, and their. Chieftains came to 
a Parley, where it was agreed, that Tangrolipix 
ſhould be ſalured Sultan of Perſia. This was - 
the firſt Kingdomrof the Turks 1n Aſtra, mentio- 
ned in Hiſtory, after the leaving of their own 
Country. Tanzxo#tx conquered Babylon, and: 
warred againſt the Arabians , and the Emperour 
of Conſtantin*ple , with various ſucceſs : and ar 
laſt he conquered many rich Provinces of the 
Ems

Empire; partly through the coveroufneis of 
Conſtantine. Dacas, then Emperour , who maxed 
all the Borderers, and ſuffered them to with- 
draw their Garriſon from the ſtrongeſt places of 
the Country , whereas before they were free, for: 
the ſervices they rendred to the Roman Em- / 
Pire; and partly for want of encouraging 
and entertaining military men. By theſe ex- 
amples a Prince may learn , that it 1s no point.

_ CHAP. XVIIL

He zeal of our Fore-Fathers ſtirred them 
£L up to the Conqueſt of the Holy Land. Se- 
veral great Princes had crofled themſelves with 
a reſolution to undertake thar perilous Voyage. 
Amongſt the reſt, Gualter de Saint Sanneur, a No- 
ble Man, and Peter the Hermir entred Aſa be- 
fore the reſt with forty thouſand 'Men, who drove

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-ro deceive the Chriſtians, made a ſhew as - if 
they were wonderfully afraid;therefore they for- 
ſook the Towns. At Exorgum the Chriſtian Army 
--encamped, from whence about 3oco were ſent to 
Fetch in Proviſions : ſome few Herds of Cattle -4 
peared at a diſtance, which the flying Tarks ſuffe- 
red them ro take quietly ; bur the next time thar 
they ſallyed our to-forage , they cut themall in. 
Pieces. And when ren thoufand more were ſent to 
revenge this loſs, they were almoſt all deſtroyed 
by the Turks Ambuſcado'sz for bcth they and 
the Moors of Africa are very ſubtile in laying 
them in convenient places 3 and they ſeldom + 
fight, bur with ſuch advantages and ſarpriſes.. 
Sultan Solyman, rhe Son of Cutla-Moſes, was the 
chief Commander of the Turks in thoſe parts; 
a warlike Prince , who having got together an 
Army of 60000.men, engaged in a fharp Fighr 
againſt the Chriſtians , after. the taking of the 
City of Nice, and had almoſt deſtroyed their . 
Army by the ſudden aſſaulting of their Camp be-' 
hind them, whilſt the Chriſtian Army was fight- 
ing in the Field. Ir hath always been obſer- 
ved, that there 15 nothing hath been more . 
deſtru&ive to an Army, and given the Enemy 
more adyantage, than when Soldiers become in- 
ſolent, proud of their Sncceſs, and begin to 
deſpiſe their Enemies, and their Endeayours : 
for it is ancafie matter to ſurprize ſuch in a 
Snare, and make them to repent, too late , of 
their folly. Hundreds of Examples might be 
produced of rhe miſerable overthrow of thoſe 
who began to contemn their Enemies too ſoon, .

He ſent therefore for one 
Michael Coſfi, a neighbour Captain , and an inti- 
mate Friend of Othoman, to prevail with him ar 
the day appointed to be preſent ar the Marriage, 
for then in the midſt of their mirth and jolliry, 
it was reſolved to kill Otrhoman. Coſſi, when he 


underſtood it, reveals the whole deiign to Otho- - | 


man, who defired him on his part to conceal the 
Diſcovery from” his Enemies, but to tell the 
Captain of Bzlezxuga that he would nor fail to 
_ waicqnhim, and char he thought himſelf much 
| obliged ro him for many former Favours, for 

- prote&ing his Cattle and Subjedts , defiring him 
tro continue his good Offices, mere particularly 
in this time of War, which he had undertaken

When the Marriage-day approached, Othoman, as 
his cuſtom was to pack up his Goods , and ſend 
them to Bilezuga, inſtead of Rich Houſhold-ſtuff 
he filled his Packs with Armed Men, and -caft 
over them ſome homely Coverings, and cau- 
ſed Young Men to follow the Carriages .in the 
garb of Women , as if they had been his Wife, 
and Mother-in-law, with their Servants and Ac- 
rendants: All this Train he cauſed ſo to march, 
that they ſhould come to the Caftte at the daw- 
ning of the day. The Captain was therTin the - 
Fields, providing for the Solemnity of his Mar- 
riage the next day,which was to be kept at acon- 
veniene place about Three miles from the Caſtle. 
Othoman goeth to meer the Captain; after many 
Complements, and . feigned expreſſions of Love, 
Othoman intreats -him! that his Women might 
have liberty to enter into his Caſtle, and retire 
themſelyes into ſome convenient place, which - 
was readily granted.
